Young of Berkeley, author of the pri­ 
mary law. 
The party’s candidates 
for presi­ 
dential electors from California have 
always been named b r the state con­ 
vention, composed, 
under 
the 
old 
system, of delegates from each coun­ 
ty, selected at county conventions. So 
the only change in the law Is the 
change of the make-up of the state 
convention. 
„ 
"The Wisconsin plan was designed 
to secure a platform written by the 
men who would be looked to to car­ 
ry out the platform 
pledges," 
said 
Assemblyman Young 
today. 
"With 
the voters doing their own nominat­ 
ing, the only important 
work 
left 
for the state convention is the mak­ 
ing of a platform, and it was very 
wisely decided in Wisconsin that the 
party’s candidates for the legislature 
should be charged with that duty. 
"At Sacramento the question came 
up of how presidential electors should 


be chosen under the new direct pri 
mary system, and it 
was 
decided 
unanimously 
that 
this 
duty 
also 
should be entrusted to the oonven 
tion of nominees for the legislature. 
I remember that among others, Sen­ 
ator Leroy Wright of San Diego, a 
reactionary, approved 
of the plan, 
saying It was as good a method as 
any.

This is the basis on which the Food and 
Drug Laboratofy, maintained by the 
State nt the University of California, 
under the direction of the State Board 
of Health, is defending the consumer 
against men of ill will among the pur­ 
veyors o( food and drink. 
For conference with the American 
leaders in the pure food movement, 
Dr. M. E. Jaffa, Professor of Nutri­ 
tion in the University of California 
and Director of the Food and Drug 
Laboratory, has gone to Seattle, to 


samples of foods and drugs have been 
examined; 1850 citations nave been 
issued, requiring 
dealers 
to 
cease 
adulterating, or using labels which 
deceive, and in not a single case have 
the laboratory’s findings of fact been 
disproved. 
Not merely by bringing wrongdoers 
to terms but 
also

educational 
means does this laboratory help the 
public to get what it pays for and to 
have pure food to eat. The honest 
dealer is glad to be warned against 
goods which are adulterated or mis­ 
branded, and receives in a coopera­ 
tive spirit suggestions for improving 
sanitary conditions.

fers," then the label must so record 
if color and flavor are artificial. Peo­ 
ple who have been used to artificially 
compounded soda water, syrups, maple 
syrup, etc., and first taste the genuine 
articles, are apt to complain, for the 
public has grown used to imitations 
to the point of considering them the 
standard.

Ice cream isn’t ice cream unless it 
contains at least twelve per cent of 
butter fat. If It doesn’t, it must 
be 
sold as “diluted ice cream." Gelatin 
may be used to stiffen It, lf not in too 
great amount. 
In most slates, fraudulently made 
wines, put 
together 
from * glucose, 
raisins, and coal tar colors, are con­ 
stantly being found by the pure food 
inspectors. But the vastness of the 
vineyard industry of California 
and 
the cheapness of the pure juice of the 
grape make such a form of fraud lo-4 
cully little worth white. However, an 
Inspector occasionally contes on cham­ 
pagne bottles refilled with a cheap 
white wine, and then charged 
with 
carbon dioxide gas. 
Patent medicines full of whisky or 
heavy wine have a lessened vogue, 
now that the food and drug inspectors 
require that the percentage of alcohol 
contained shall be stated in clear type 
on the label. So also, people are pro­ 
tected against unconsciously becom­ 
ing addicted to habit-forming drugs, 
since the inspectors are continually 
watching the headache powders and 
cough cures and requiring due warn­ 
ing to appear on the label. 
In the lust completed year, the lab­ 
oratory proved adulteration 
in 
189 
different foods and 28 
drugs, 
mis­ 
branding in 228 foods and 319 drugs, 
aud both offences in 37 foods, or a 
total of *801 cases. With every year, 
dealers are growing more scrupulous, 
and the publlo more watchful. In all 
this activity State and Nation work 
together, 
the 
federal 
laboratories 
dealing with interstate commerce, and 
the State laboratory applying national 
rulings to foods made and sold in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
How can every family avail Itself 
of the protection to its stomachs the 
United States, and the State, through 
this laboratory at the University, are 
trying to give? By buying bottled and 
canned 
goods, 
spices, 
condiments, 
preserves, etc., which bear the label, 
"Guaranteed under the Pure Food and 
Drugs Act," by insisting on 
having 
butter mads from pasteurised cream; 
by patronising manufacturers, dealers, 
and restaurant men who observe the 
laws, and by requiring that the butch­ 
ers shall 
sell ^government-inspected 
meat, that the grocers shall screen 
out the flies, that the bakers shall 
have clean workshops, and that tbs 
milkmen akan sell milk only 
from 
oows proved by semi-annual test free 
from tuberculosis.
